Non-voting students also made their voice heard, by 
helping personally with several local, state, and even 
national campaigns. The Teen-Age Republican Group was 
set up at NC to help inform voters and other students about 
candidates through parades, canvassing, and meetings. On 
Election Day, the TARS group also set up a mock election 
for all students, 

In Nebraska, voters chose Republican Chuck Hagel over 
Democratic Governor Ben Nelson for the United States 
Senate seat. Republican Presidential candidate Bob Dole 
was also chosen over Democrat Bill Clinton, and Reform 
Party candidate Ross Perot. However, the nation’s overall 
opinion differed from that of Nebraska. Bill Clinton, with 
49% of the popular vote, edged over Bob Dole who had 
41% of the popular vote, and defeated Ross Perot, who fin- 
ished the election race with 8% of the popular vote. 

After the election, several students continued to make 
their voices heard in politics as they began writing letters

Although the crash of the 1946 Piper Cub Brook was flying first 
comes to mind as a horrible tragedy, God had His hand and perfect 
timing in Brook’s life, turning the situation around, and 
changing it into a triumph. Just 8 months before his death, 
Brook Berringer accepted Jesus Christ as his Saviour. In the 
months between this monumental decision and his death 
the following spring, Brook was a willing and useful 
ambassador for Jesus Christ, as he led many of his friends 
to meet his Savior also. 
In the fall of 1996, after Berringer’s death, Art Lindsay, 
the man who led him to Christ, wrote Brook’s biography, 
One Final Pass, with Jan Berringer, Brook’s mother. This 
book has also helped many people who read its message

- Brook Berringer started in his life on earth continue while 
he rejoices in heaven.
